MANY RUMORS OF 
J A P i ^ E PLANS 


St Petersburg Expects Enemy to At 
tempt to Land at Newchwang. 


Sti Petersburg» April 19.—St. Pe­ 
tersburg Is Hooded with rumors from 
all directions regarding the plans of 
the Japanese now that the Russian 
fleet at Port Arthur is unable longer 
to menace their troop transports. 


The Associated Press in a dispatch 
from Port ArUiur Sunday last gave 20 
M the number of Japanese transports 
reported to have been öiichted steam­ 
ing in the direction of Yin Kow, the 
söÄport of Newchwangi 
Officials of 
the general Btaff. while having no in­ 
formation in this respect would not 
be surprised if the 
number should 
turn out to be correct, br even that a 
larger number is stèaming there. They 
anticipated this movement at the time 
of thé breaking out of the war, but 
the activity of Vice Admiral MaUa^ 
fOff’s lleet ánd the large army in the 
vicinity of Newchwailg imposed cau­ 
tion and, It is believed, made the Japa­ 
nese abandon, or at least postpone it, 
and caused them to continue their ad­ 
vance 
towards 
Manchuria 
through 
Korea and consider 
disembarkation 
and a flank movement at Takushan. 


Vice Admiral Togo’s immense guper- 
iority enables him to hold the Russian 
squadron in Port Arthur, and Japanese 
transports therefore can safely pass 
through the Straits of Po Chi Li and 
attempt to land at the head of the 
Gulf of Liao Tunic, under the guns of 
the warships, as did General Shafter's 
army at Daiquiri, Cuba. If this should 
succeed, the Japanese will be in an ex­ 
cellent 
position to execute a flank 
movement on Liao Yang or cut off 
Port Arthur.

JAPANESE ARE CLATED 


Proud of Admiral Togo’» Achlevementt 
at Port Arthur. 


Tokio, April 18.—The Japanese are 
elated over the successes they have 
won at Port Arthur. 
ThOy are also 
proud of the achievements of Vice Ad­ 
miral Togo, particularly of his newest 
strategy of counter-mining tlie enemy’s 
harbor and decoying him across this 
field of mines to an equally danger­ 
ous flank attack. 


Rear Admiral Dewa was in command 
of the Japanese squadron which de* 
ooyed the Russian ship over the field 
of mines. His squadron consisted of 
the craiisers Chitóse, Yoshino, Kasagl 
and Takasago, all unarmored vessels, 
Which presented a tempting bait for 
the heavier Russian ships. 


Vice Admiral Togo directed the flank 
attack. 
He had the battleships Hat- 
l^use, Mlkasa, Asahi, Shikishlma, Ya* 
shima and Fuji. 
He waited 30 miles 
out at sea until Rear Admiral Dewa 
signalled him by wireless telegraphy to 
come in. 
His v?s55 Is then dashed at 
full speed toward the éntrance of the 
harbor. 
All 
the battleships under 
Vice Admiral Togo are capable of a 
speed of IS knots, and the., quickly 
covered the distance. 
It is not clear 
what warned t^'" Russians that they 
nad been trappc 1; bnt they probably 
discerned the battlei^^hip squadron on 
the hori7.on and ro^ *c~ted precipitately 
to the harbor. Vic. Admiral Togo did 
not succeed in preventing the Rus­ 
sians from entering, but did force them 
to a disastrous retreat, Avhich ended in 
the destruction of the Petropavlovsk 
and the disabling of the Pobieda. After 
these occurrences the cruisers Nishin 
and Kasuga were used to bombard 
Port Arthur. 
They possess*"the high­

CAKNEGiE CREATES 
A “HERO FUND

Pittsburg, Pa*, April 16.—It 
was 
made known here that Andrew Carne­ 
gie has created a fund of $5,000,000 
for the benefit of *‘the dependents of 
those losing their lives in heroic ef­ 
fort to save their fellow-men, or for 
the heroes themselves if injured only.*’ 
Provision is also made for medals to 
be given in commemoration of heroic 
acts. 


The endowment is to be known a» 
"'The Hero Fund,” and Oonsists of |5,- 
000.000 of first collateral 5 per cent, 
bonds of the United States Steel Cor­ 
poration. 


The 
commission 
which will have 
charge of the fund met here and or­ 
ganized by electing Charles L. Tay­ 
lor president and F. M. Wilmot secre-* 
tary. 
The other members are: W, L. 
Abbott, Edwin H. Anderson, W. W. 
Blackburn, Edward M. Bigelow, Joseph 
Buffington. William N. Frew, Rev. W. 
J. Holland, John B. Jai'kson, Thomas 
Lynch, Charles'^j. Mellor, T. N. Miller, 
Thomas Morrison, Frederick C. Per­ 
kins, Robert Pitcairn, H. Kirk Porter, 
James H. Reed, W. L. Scalfe, William 
Scott. W. H. Stevenson. 


After the organization of the com- 
missioii committees to formulate rules 
and regulations for the operation of 
the fund were appointed, and a letter 
accepting the trust was framed and 
will bo forwarded to Mr. Carnegie. The 
wish of the commission is to put the 
beneficial results of the fund in oper­ 
ation at the earliest possible moment 


It is learned that the scheme was 
conceived 
by 
Mr. Carnegie Imme­ 
diately after the Harwick mine dis­ 
aster, when he summoned to New York 
Charles L. Taylor, chairman, and F. 
M. Wilmot, manager of the Andrew 
Carnegie Relief Fund, to discuss with 
them plans for the relief of the suffer­ 
ers from this catastrophe. On this oc­ 
casion 
Mr. Carnegie 
announced 
to 
Messrs. Taylor a,nd Wilmot his inten­ 
tion to endow a fund for heroes, out­ 
lined his plans and asked that they 
consider the project and write him re­ 
garding it, making such suggestions 
and giving such ideas as might occur 
to them. This they did, and on March 
12, just before his departure for Eu*' 
rope, Mr. Carnegie forwarded a letter 
to Mr. Taylor announcing tlie plan and 
stating that r.he certificate of the bonds 
had been placed in his hands. 


In a letter to the Hero Fund commis­ 
sion, Mr. Carnegie outlines the gen­ 
eral scheme of the fund, which in his 
own words is “to place those following 
peaceful vocn^iìons, who have been In­ 
jured in heroic effort to save human 
life, in somewhat better positions pe­ 
cuniarily than before, until again able 
to work. 
In case of death, the widow 
and children or other dependents to 
be providefl for—the widow until she 
is remarried and the children until 
they reached a sol^'^upporting age. For 
exceptional children exceptional grants 
maybe made for exceptional education. 
Grants of sums of mori<'-y may also be 
made to heroes or heroines as the com­ 
mission thinlts advisable--each case to 
be judged on its merits.'* 


It is provided that no grant is to be 
continued 
unless it be soberly and 
properly used, and the recipients re­ 
main respectable, well-behaved mem­ 
bers of the community. 


A medal shall be given to the hero 
or widow, or next of kin, which shall 
recite the heroic deed It commemor­ 
ated. The medal shall be given for the 
heroic act, even if the doer be unin- 
jurc^d, and a!‘Jo a sum of money, should 
the commission deem- such gfft de- 
sirci'ble.

HANDLDsG ROSE CUTTINGS. 
Rose cuttings are easily started in a 
shallow dish filled with sand. 
The 
wood to bo used must bo of the present 
season's gi'owth. 
The small shoots 
are preferobkj. llieee should be out 
into lengths of three or four inches, 
having an oyo close to the bottom o^ 
the cutting, as it Ls at that point the 
roots are emitted. Procuro some clean 
brown sand; put it in the saucer, wet 
It thorouglily, place the cuttings side 
by side, being careful to cut off all 
leaves. 
Place the saucer in the sun, 
keeping it •^vell watered, especially If 
the sun shines hot 
The cuttings will 
s^oon callous at the bottom, where the 
roots are to be found. Three or four 
weeks is generally necessary to get 
the cuttings well rooted, after which 
they may be carefully pulled from the 
soft saud (and be sure that It is soft, 
as the roots are very brittle and ten- 
der), and put them in small pots of 
light, rich loam, and keep them in a 
sunny place. Never let them suffer for 
lack of moisture. 
It is better to sink 
the pots in earth. When the pots are 
filled 
witli 
roots 
they 
should 
be 
knocked out and put in larger pots. 
All sorts of roses do not root with 
eciual equal readiness, the tea, or ever- 
blooming, rooting the most easily, and 
the mosses with more difficulty. Rose 
cuttings may be struck at any time of 
the year. 
I would advise those who 
attempt it not to be impatient, and 
above all, not to forget that the hot 
sun soon causes the water to evaporate 
and to keep tliem well supplied with 
ATOter.—A. M. Purdy, in Tribune Farm- 
er. 


GROWING PLUMS. 


The gro-\\iug of plums is one busi- 
ness not over done, or at least such is 
the case in parts of the country where 
I have been. 
In fact, they are in 
smaller numbers than any other fiiiit, 
unless it is the pear, and in so many 
orchards it is a minus quantity. 
For 
this reason those who do grow a sur- 
plus of plums receive an. interesting 
price for them right at home from 
their neighbors who are oblivious of 
the importance of raising their own 
fruit. 
I know of a man who had a 
small orchard of old-fashion Dam- 
sons, seven years old, that yielded 
sixty bushels, for which he received 
$1.50 per bushel from his neighbors. 
The largest individual yield was four 
bushels, netting i?(3 on a tree that cost 
less than twenty-five cents. 
Very lit- 
tle expense M^as incurred, for chickens 
kept the curculio in check; the check- 
en picked the fruit—the trees being 
headed low. 
A suburbanite raised 
plums on a back lot, netting $300, sell- 
ing per bushel at $1.50 to $1.S7. deliv- 
ered at the depot, only a few hundred 
yards away. This was less than one- 
third of a crop, being Uieir first and a 
poor season at that; so he can count 
on a handsome figure when he has a 
good season. 
jMany kinds Avere tried, 
and he counts that his returns would 
have been nearly twice as large this 
year if his orchai^d had only Shopshlro 
and Freestone Damsons in It. 
The 
newer and higher recommended sorts 
were better quality, 
possibly, 
but 
yielded next to nothing. Japan plums, 
the much lauded, were a failure with 
him. The orchard was well kept, and 
accurately planted. Some trees yielded 
as high as four bushels. Ile was mak- 
ing a success of a business nearly ev- 
erybody else neglected. 
Such is often 
the case.—E. W. Jones, in The Epito- 
mist. 


HORTICULTURAL NOTES. 


Orchards located on soils of great 
depth will stand drouth the best. 


Never 
allow 
blighted leaves 
and 
branches to remain on fruit trees. 


A deep soil, the deeper the better, 
should be selected for the orchard. 


Time spent in making fruit and veg- 
etables look attractive is never lost. 


When selecting limbs for grafting 
large fruit trees get them from the 
bearing trees. 


No work done on the farm shows as 
much 
profit on the investment 
as 
spraying 
the 
orchard 
with 
berry 
fields. 


For a good hedge and wind break, 
plant the seeds of the honey locust 
Use the seed freely, as it is quicker to 
thin than to grow. This plant is free 
from insect pests. 


The farmer must study the demands 
of the day when he tries to supply the 
world with fruit. He must not consult 
his own likes and dislikes. He has the 
world to please.

•\^eat at $1.10 and cotton at 18 cents 
do not spell prosperity. 
To ''bull" 
prices beyond reason Is to "bear" in- 
dustries which must compete for the 
custom of foreign buyers.

HANDLING ROSE CUTTINGS. 
Rose cuttings are easily started In a 
shalloAv dish filled Avith sand. 
The 
AA*ood to be used must bo of the preiejit 
season's gi'owth. 
The small shoots 
are preferable, 
lliese should be out 
Into lengths of three or four Inches, 
haA'lng an eye close to the bottom o f 
the cutting, ns It Ls at th at point t!:e 
tAjots are emitted. Procure some clean 
broAvn sand; put It In the saucer, wet 
it thorougUy, place the cuttings side 
by side, being careful to cut off all 
leaves. 
Place the saucer In the sun, 
keeping it •Avell AA-atered, especially If 
the sun Bhines h o t The cuttings will 
s,oou callous at the bottom, Avhere the 
roots arc to be found. 
Three or four 
Aveeks Is generally necessary to get 
the cuttings well rooted, after which 
they may be carefullj' pulled from the 
soft suud (and be siu’e that it is soft, 
as the roots are very brittle and ten­ 
der), and put them in small pots of 
light, rich loam, and keep them in a 
sunny place. Never let them suffer for 
lack of moisture. It Is better to sink 
the pots in earth. When the pots are 
filled 
Avitli 
roots 
they 
should 
be 
knocked out and put in larger pots. 
All sorts of I'oses do not root with 
equal equal readiness, the tea, or ever- 
blooming, rooting the most easily, .and 
the mosses Avith more dilHculty. Rose 
cuttings may be struck at any time of 
the year. 
I would advise those who 
attem pt it not to be impatient, and 
above all, not to forget th at the hot 
sun soon causes the w ater to evaporate 
and to keep tliem Avell supplied with 
AA'iiter.—A. M. Purdy, in Tribune Farm ­ 
er. 


GROWING PLUMS. 


The groAAing of plums is one busi­ 
ness not over done, or at least such is 
the case in parts of thè country Avhere 
I have been. 
In fact, they are in 
smaller numbers tlian any other fniit, 
unless it is the pear, and in so many 
orchards it is a minus quantity. 
For 
this reason those Avho do grow a sur­ 
plus of plums receive a n . Interesting 
price for them right at home from 
their neighbors Avho are oblivious of 
the importance of raising their own 
fru it 
I know of a man Avho had a 
small orchard of old-fashion Dam­ 
sons, seA'en years old, that yielded 
sixty bushels, for Avhich he received 
$1.S0 per bushel from his neighbors. 
The largest individual yield AA'as four 
bushels, netting ijlG on a tree th at cost 
less than tAVonty-five cents. 
Very lit­ 
tle expense Avas incurred, for chickens 
kept the curculio in check; the check- 
en picked the fruit—the trees being 
headed Ioav. 
A .suburbanite raised 
plums on a back lot, netting .$500, sell­ 
ing per bushel a t $1.50 to §1.87, deliv­ 
ered a t the depot only a few hundred 
yards aAvaj', This was less than one- 
third of a crop, being their first and a 
poor season a t that; so he can count 
on a handsome figure Avhen he has a 
good season. 
Many kinds Avere tried, 
and he counts that his returns Avould 
have been nearly tAvice as large this 
year if his orchard had only ShopshIro 
and Free.stone Damsons in It. 
The 
newer and higher recommended sorts 
Avere better quality, 
possibly, 
but 
yielded next to nothing. Japan plums, 
the much lauded, were a failure Avith 
him. The orchard was Avell kept, and 
accurately planted. Some trees yielded 
as high as four bu.sheis. He Avas mak­ 
ing a success of a business nearly ev­ 
erybody else neglected. 
Such is often 
the case.—B. W. Jones, in The Epito- 
m lst 


HORTICULTURAL NOTES, 


Orchards located on soils of great 
depth will stand drouth the best. 


Never alloAV blighted leaves and 
branches to rem ain on fruit trees. 


A deep soil, the deeper the better, 
should be selected for the orchard. 


Time spent in making fruit and veg­ 
etables look attractive Is never lost. 


W hen selecting limbs for grafting 
large fruit trees get them from the 
bearing tress. 


No work done on the farm shOAVS as 
much 
profit on the investment 
as 
si»raying 
the 
orchard 
,AA'lth 
ben*y 
fields. 


For a good hedge and Avhid break, 
plant the seeds of the honey locust 
Use the seed freely, as it is quicker to 
thin than to grow. This plant Is free 
from insect pests. 


The farmer m ust study the demands 
of the day Avhen he tries to supply the 
Avorld Avlth fruit. He must not consult 
his oAA'ii likes and dislikes, lie has the 
Avorld to please.

Will Burn Furniture. 


The '»Blue Ridge Zephyr," of Way- 
nesboro, publishes the l'oll(»wipg: 


The inemorlrtl herviccs for llev, David 
Barnhart In the United Brethren church 
on Tuesday did not conclude tlie out of- 
the-ordinary proceedings In connection 
with 
his death from snnillpox. 
Tlie 
children of the deceased minister are 
confronted with remarkable demands by 
the town authorities of Bendcrsville. 


As will be remembered, Rev. Barnhart 
died iu Bendersville, January 17. 
He 
aud his premises had been quarantined 
from the first days of his Illness until 
after his death. 
An immune from Get- 
tysburg was employed as a nurse. 


iSince Rev, Bnrnhurt^s death the Ben- 
dersville authoiities have presented to 
hlB children a bill for |500 for expenses 
Incurred in caring for him and in main- 
tainlng the quarantine. 
This bill the 
borough ¡8 required by law to pay and 
the children have refused to it in its en- 
tirety. 
At a meeting held at the home 
of Zerman G. Barnhart, West Second 
street, yesterday evening, which was at- 
tended by several advisers of the chil- 
dren, it was determined to inform the 
Bendersville council that they would pay 
half the legitimate quarantine and mod. 
leal expenses and the few bills Rev, 
Barnhart had contracted. 


This is more than the borough had a 
right to demand or expect 
It did not 
employ a trained nurse and it did not 
provide such medical attendance as re 
quired by law. 
A physician paid four 
visits to Rev. Barnhart and afteiward 
stood beyond the ropes aud red flags 
and conversed with the nurse who was 
in the house aud was not even allowed 
to open the window. 


The bill is considered exorbitant in 
some respects. 
Twenty pounds of beef 
arc charged for at one delivery—a large 
amount for a sick man and his nurse. 
A charge of $6 or ;f9 is made for the er 
rand boy who carried groceries, etc . to 
the house and a like sum is asked foi the 
man who fed the horse (the feed being 
supplied from Rev. Barnliart's granery). 


The child!en of the dead man are in a 
sort of predicament. 
The Benuersville 
authorities will not allow them to remove 
th(i furniture from the house and (hey 
are ordered to vacate the building that 
il may be fumigated. About $100 of 
personal pjoperty—beds, 
bed-clothing, 
chairs, etc ,—have been burned and it 
has practically been decided upon to 
burn the remaining articles in the house. 
These consist ot an organ, a new sewing 
machine and othei valuable household 
goods 


Buried in the garden are cabbage and 
apples. 
None will buj these tor fear of 
the disease. 
In the stable is almost a ton 
of hay. 
Nobody wants this because of 
a dread of smallpox 


It is submitted by the advisers of ihe 
children that they hayc already lost ¡suf. 
licieut from a financial point uf view and 
that thoy should not be asked to shoulder 
the borough's bills.

"There is no country under the sun 
where you can travel with such per- 
fect safety as in Spain," said Mrs. 
Abba Goold Woolsou. at the Tulleries 
yesterday morning.^ "I have been all 
over that country, and found the Span- 
iards such men of honor and chivalry 
as to make constant travel within their 
domain a pleasure and impossible of 
danger." 


Mrs. Woolson was speakiug of Toledo 
and Madrid, with its famous Gothic 
churches and works of art. The Cathe- 
dral of Toledo, she urged, was a veri- 
table storehouse of art treasures and 
souvenirs of Spanish history, and to 
be familiar vrith its interior is a liberal 
Spanish education in itself. Even the 
chairs of the cathedral, carved in the 
time of Ferdinand and Isabella, each 
contains a story in its workmanship. 


In Spain tho Government spends hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually 
to preserve its Gothic structures and 
works of arc, whereas in other coun- 
ti'ies little is done in that direction. 
There is in Spain no expenditures too 
lavish for the preservation of these 
historic relics of past grandeur. 


One wishes when in Toledo, said 
the speaker, ta be immortal and live 
for eternity, so as to be able to learn 
all the marvelous art and history and 
beauty that are bound up In its walls. 
The heart of Spain, however. Is in Ma- 
drid, and every Spaniard contributes 
to the glory of that interesting city. 


Mrs. Woolson's enthusiasm ran high, 
and her well known admiration gave 
expression in her words: "I challenge 
the world to produce a morv interest- 
ing city than Madrid, when you know 
it." To those Avho just slip in and out 
of that city, she said, little interest 
manifests itself, but to the student of 
history no more educational 
centre 
exists.—Boston Herald.

In fact, he feels o» if he were surrounded by ene- 
mies who watch for a chance to snatch away his millions. 


Mr. Rockefeller's wealth has become so groat that it is an absurdity. The 
spectacle of one little human biped rmming the only oil shop in a world, 
where there arc 1,500,000,000 other bipeds, is too ridiculous to be true ver^ 
much longer. 


Mr. Carnegie, too, has become one of the oomic figures of American life. 
He is now the Sisyphus of money-makers. What a fate for a man—to be a be- 
liever in the "simple life" and the '^blessings of poverty," and yet not to be 
able to give his money away as fast as it comes in!

It would be very amusing if we were not obliged to play it of tener than 
one day a week, or two months a year; but when we are compelled to stand in 
{he same old line every day. no amount of success in money-making can make 
it seem worth while. 


In short, human life is now so valuable that we. cannot afford to trade much 
üf it for money.—New York Evening Journal.

Bread and pastry need 400 de- 
grees, but biscuit must have 450. Plain 
cake bakes well at 320 degrees., while 
sponge cake needs only 300.

''TO MEND HEAVY CLOTHING. 


The mending of our heavy everyday 
clothing, especially that of the men 
folks, is work vrhich many women dis- 
like doing and do poorly. 
I do not 
mind it at all. aud will tell you my 
way of* doing the work. 


For patching heavy, garments, like 
coats and trousers, cut pieces large 
enough to reach well over the worn 
place, 
r s e them .without turning in 
and stitch them on the wrong side of 
the garment on the sowing machine. 
Then cut out all the thin edges on the 
right side, and whip down by hand. 
When the knees are out, turn the gar- 
ment wrong side out, cut the worn* 
part out from seam to seam and stitch " 
in a piece on the machine. 
These 
won't rip oil' before worn out, and 
look and feel much firmer than patches 
put on in the old way. besides saving 
lots of time. 


Knit tinderwear should be darned 
while the holes are small, but if one 
must mend larger holes, it is best to 
patch them with the best parts of 
east-ofl! knit wear. 
Do not turn the 
(klges in, but flannel stitch them down. 


To mend any thin material, always 
baste it first on some firm cloth or 
paper, which can be removed when 
the work is 
finished. 
This keeps the 
fabric from puckering and saves time 
and patience. 


The best method for refooting socks 
Is this: 
Cut oil' the lower part of the 
foot, just below the ankle, leaving the 
upper part to the toes. 
Then cut a 
new foot from knit goods so that there 
will only be seams behind the heel, 
across the toes and along the sides of 
the foot. After sewing on, spread the 
seam open and whip down, and the 
sock is as good as new. 
If holes in 
stockings are large, it is more econom- 
ical to patch them than to try your 
patience by darning. 
First run the 
needle close to the edge around the 
hole, cut a patch the right size, baste 
in place and flannel stitch it 
firmly 
to the stocking. 
This stitch keeps it 
from ravelling, and there are no thick 
seams to chafe tlie skin.—Martha Stol- 
Ilnga, in the Indiana Farmer.

Potato and Pepper Salad—Boil four 
potatoes until tender; cut a gi;een pep- 
per in half, remove the seeds, chop 
the pepper fine; mix it -with the pota- 
to that has bten cut in die shaped 
pieces; pour over one-four cup of via- 
egar, to which is added half a tea- 
spoonful of sugar aud two tablespoon» 
fuls of water; then pour over all two 
t^ble&jpooniuis of melted butter or oil.

MANY RUMORS OF 
JAPANESE PLANS 


St Petersburg Expects Enemy to At 
tempt to Land at Newchwang. 


St. Petersburg, April 19.—St. Pe- 
teraburg Is fiooded with rumors from 
all directions regarding the plans of 
the Japanese now that the Russian 
fleet at Port Arthur Is Uhable longer 
to menace their troop transports. 
The Associated Press In a dispatch 
from Port Arüiur Sunday last gave 20 
aa the number of .Japanese transports 
reported to have been sighted steam­ 
ing in the direction of Yin Kow, the 
seaport of Newchwangi 
Officials of 
the general «taff, while having no in­ 
formation in this respect, would not 
be surprised if the 
number should 
ttll*n out to be corfect, br even that a 
larger number is stèamlng there. They 
anticipated this movement at the time 
of thé breaking out of the war, but 
the activity of Vice Admiral Maka- 
fOff’s ileet ánd the large army in the 
vicinity of Newchwailg imposed cau- 
tioh a.nd, it is believed, made the Japa­ 
nese abandon, or at least postpone it, 
and caused them to continue their ad­ 
vance 
towards 
Manchuria 
through 
Korea a.nd consider 
disembarkation 
and a flank movement at Takushan. 
Vice Admiral Togo’s immense super- 
idMty enables him to hold the Russian 
squadron in Port Arthur, and Japanese 
transports therefore can safely pass 
through the Straits of Pe Chi Li and 
attempt to land at the head of the 
Gulf of Liao Tuní?, under the guns of 
the warships, as did General Shafter’s 
army at Daiquiri, Cuba. If this should 
succeed, the Japanese will be in an ex­ 
cellent 
position to execute a flank 
movement on Liao Yang or cut off 
Port Arthur. 
General 
Kuropatkin 
recently 
in­ 
spected Newchwang. 
He is familiar 
With the strategic position there and 
disposed a strong force to contest a 
Japanese move at that point, and if 
«iich a move is made it is believed he 
will be able to check it. 
« 
Vice Admiral Makaroff's widow has 
been granted an annual pensioil of 
$10,000. 
A detachment of Rusf^ian 
troops 
which left Southern Ussuri has reach­ 
ed Maoer-Sban (on the west bank of 
the Yalu river, 175 miles north of Ping 
Yang) without having encountered any 
of the enemy. The detachment has oc­ 
cupied a mountain pass between Man­ 
churia and Korea, which it is fortyfy- 
Ing: With mountain batteries. 
An ôfllcial telegram states that there 
Is no chancre in the situation on the 
Yalu river. 
The Russian outposts are 
now on i.'ilands of the river close to 
the Japanese outposts, which are pre­ 
paring to retire. 
Major General Pflng, chief of the 
military 
staff 
at 
Port Arthur, tele-' 
graphs that all statements revrarding^ 
a sieg^ and fall of Port Arthur are 
unfounded. 
Russia Buys Warships. 
it is asserted here with great posi- 
tiveness that Russia has purchased 
two battleships at Schichau and El- 
bing. 
As â result of the Petrop/avlovsk 
disaster the admiralty has given orders 
that the Baltic and Black sea war­ 
ships be fitted with longitudinal bulk­ 
heads, and that the latter be pierced 
so as to permit of communication be­ 
tween the water-tight compartments 
on either side of the vessels. 
in all there are 14 submarine i)oats 
planned or in courst'' ut construction 
at the Neva works here, and it is ex* 
pected that all will be ready for dis* 
patch to the Far East about the mid­ 
dle of July. 


Russians Adyancînci tn Eaet Korea. 
Seoul, April 19.—The commissioner 
of cu.<toms at Gensan reports that a 
strong Russian force, the number of 
which is not known, is advancing on 
the great south road, following the 
inland coast of the province of South 
Hamgyung. 
The Russians passed to 
the rear of Sun^jin, which was occu­ 
pied by a scouting party. 
The main 
body occupied Peuk Chyong, SO miles 
north .of Gensan, on the 17th instant 
The flanks and rear 
were exposed, 
with the evident intention of drawing 
a J apiánese attack from the Yalu. 


Believe U. 8. Will Intervene. 
Ptiris. April 19.*—The Tokio corres­

CARNEGIE CREATES 
A “HERO FUND 


JAPANESE ARE CILATED 


Proud of Admiral Togo's Achievements 
at Port Arthur, 
Tokio, April 18.—The Japanese are 
dated over the successes they have 
won at Port Arthur. 
Th(?y are also 
proud of the achievements of Vice Ad­ 
miral Togo, particularly oí his newest 
strategy of counter-mining tlie enemy’s 
harbor and decoying him across this 
field of mines to an equally danger­ 
ous flank attack. 
Rear Admiral Dewa was in command 
of the Japanese squadron which de* 
ooyed the Russian ship over the field 
of mines. His squadron consisted of 
the craiisers Chitóse, Yoshino, Kasagi 
and Takasago, all unarmored vessels, 
Which presented a tempting bait for 
the heavier Russian ships. 
Vice Admiral Togo directed the flank 
attack. 
He had the battleships H a^ 
Suse, Mikasa, Asahi, Shikishima. Ya» 
shima and Fuji. 
He waited 30 miles 
out af sea until Rear Admiral Dewa 
signalled him by wireless telegraphy to 
come in. 
His v^sf Is then dashed at 
full speed toward the éntrance of the 
harbor. 
All 
the battleships under 
Vice Admiral Togo are capable of a 
speed of 18 knots, and thc\. quickly 
covered the distance. 
It is not clear 
what warned t^'^ Russians that they 
nad been trappc 1; bni they probably 
discerned the battle^ihip squadron on 
the horizon and ro^ c"ted precipitately 
to the harbor. Vic. Admiral Togo did 
not succeed in preventing the Rus­ 
sians from entering, but did force them 
to a disastrous retreat, which ended in 
the destruction of the Petropavlovsk 
and the disabling of the Pobieda. After 
these occurrences the cruisers Nishin 
and Kasuga were used to bombard 
Port Arthur. 
They possess""the high­ 
est- angled guns in the ilee't, capable 
of throwing shells to the elevated Rus­ 
sian land works, which ahe beyond at­ 
tainment 
by 
the 
average 
naval 
weapons. 
Expressions of regret at the death 
of Vice Admiral MaI:aroff are general 
here. 
Speakin.g for the naval staff, 
Commander Ogasawara has published 
a lengthy statement, in which he la- 
mon:s the death of the Russian vice 
admiral, and pronounces it to be a loss 
to the navies of thf' world. Commander 
O.'rasflwara reviews the life, profes­ 
sional career and the personal attri­ 
butes of Vice Admiral Makaroff, and 
declares that he if^ entitled 
to 
be 
classed with the best admirals of the 
world. 
The Japanese i*eport that the wreck 
of the Petropavlovsii lies southeast of 
Golden Hill, one mile outside the en­ 
trance of the harbor. 


D EFIC IE N C Y BILL PASSED 


House Had a Stormy Sessloii Over the ¡ 
Pension Clause,

Washington. April 19.—The 
house 
passed the hast of the supply bills of 
the governi*ient, the general deficiency 
appropriation measure, after a stormy 
session which lasted until 8.15 in the 
evening. The contest was a party one 
ov«* the deficiency appropriation for 
pensions, w’hich the Democrats tried 
ineffectively to amenrl by incorporat­ 
ing as a law the recent executive age 
disability pension order. 
An effort 
was made by Mr. Moon, of Tennessee, 
to secure a yea and n«iy vote on his 
amendment as to the age 
disability 
order, but the speaker refused to re­ 
cognize him for this purpose. 
On a 
pro forma motion to recommit the bill, 
the Democrats, angered by the speak­ 
er’s refusal to recognize Mr. Moon, Se­ 
cured a roll call, but after the v^ote 
had been taken all farther opposition 
ceased and the bill was passed. 
Late in the afternoon Mr. HitC of­ 
fered his Chinese exclusion bill, inTtro- 
duced Saturday, as an amendment to 
the general deficiency hill, and it v a s 
accepted without objection.

gie has created a fund of $5.000,000 
for the benefit of “the dependents of 
those losing their lives in heroic ef­ 
fort to save their fellow-men, or for 
the heroes themselves if Injured only.’* 
Provision is also made for medals to 
be given in commemoration of heroic 
acts. 
The endowment is to be known a» 
*'The Hero Fund,” and Consists of $5,- 
000.000 of first collateral 5 per cent, 
bonds of the United States Steel Cor­ 
poration. 
The 
commission 
which will have 
charge of thd fund met here and or­ 
ganized by deleting Charles L. Tay* 
lor president and F. M. Wilmot secre-* 
tary. 
The other members are: W. L. 
Abbott, Edwin H. Anderson, W. W. 
Blackburn, Edward M. Bigelow, Joseph 
Bufllngton. William N. Frew, Rev. W. 
J. Holland, John B. Jackson, Thomas 
Lynch, Charles*<r. Mellor, T. N. Miller, 
Thomas Morrison, Frederick C. Per­ 
kins. Robert Pitcairn, H. Kirk Porter, 
James H. Reed, W. L. Scalfe, William

After the organization of the com­ 
mission committees to formulate rules 
and regulations tor the operation of 
the fund were appointed, and a letter 
accepting the trust was framed and 
will bo forwarded to Mr. Carnegie. The 
wish of the commission is to put the 
beneficial results of the fund in oper­ 
ation at the earliest possible moment. 
It is learned that the scheme was 
conceived 
by 
Mr. Carnegie imme­ 
diately after the Harwick mine dis­ 
aster, when he summoned to New York 
Charles L. Taylor, chairman, and F. 
M. Wilmot, manager of the Andrew 
Carnegie Relief Fund, to discuss with 
them plans for the relief of the suffer­ 
ers from this catastrophe. On this oc­ 
casion 
Mr. Carnegie 
announced 
to 
Messrs. Taylor a.nd Wilmot his inten­ 
tion to endow a fund for heroes, out­ 
lined his plans and asked that they 
consider the project and write him re- 
garding it, making such suggestions 
and giving such ideas as might occur 
to them. This they did, and on March 
12. just before his departure for Eu^^ 
rope, Mr. Carnegie forwarded a letter 
to Mr. Taylor announcing the plan and 
stating that r.he certificate of the bonds 
had been placed in his hands. 
In a letter to the Hero Fund commis­ 
sion, Mr. Carnegie outlines the gen­ 
eral scheme of the fund, which in his 
own words is “to place those following 
peaceful vocations, who have been in­ 
jured in heroic effort to save human 
life, in somewhat better positions pe­ 
cuniarily tlian before, until aiiain able 
to work. 
In case of death, the widow 
and children or other dependents to 
be provided for—the widow until she 
is remarried and the fhildren until 
they reached a sol^' «supporting age. For 
exceptional children exceptional grants 
maybe made for exceptional education. 
Grants of sums of mon<^-y may ahso be 
made to heroes or heroines as the com­ 
mission thinl;s advisable--each case to 
be judged on its merits.'’ 
it is provided that no grant is to be 
continued 
unless it be soberly and 
properly used, and the recipients re­ 
main respectable, well-behaved mem­ 
bers of the community. 
A medal shall be given to the hero 
or widow, or next of kin, which shall 
reciie the heroic deed it commemor- 
ateji. The medal shall be given for the 
heroic act, even if the doer be unin­ 
jured, and aI‘Jo a sum of money, should 
the commission deem- such gift de- 
siru’ble.

BLUE sky, and a blue sea,

O J \ O facing it—In front, a stretch 
of 
Si'ay sands, upon 
•wiilcli the waves kept up 
an eternal whispering—be­ 
hind, a grove of orange ti’ees, the 
subtle fragrance of whose blossoming 
filled the summer air with a drowsy 
content 
In the front'piazza of this house 
Btood, one summer morning, a very 
beautiful woman, calm-browed, witti 
great pensive eyes and a face and form 
almost faultily faultless. 
Her dress 
iwas of some tliin texture, of a pale vio­ 
let color, and the great crimson flowers 
of a tropical viue, which trailed over 
and under and round every inch of 
support the piazza could yield, threw 
Its rosy shadow over her. 
Beautiful, exceedingly, she was, yet 
passionate and proud, and utterly ig­ 
norant of “the blessings of consti’aint;” 
for her will had always boon to all 
within her homo the j'ca and nay from 
which there was no appeal. All who 
knew her gave the homage of implicit 
obedlpnce—all save one; and for this 
rebellious subject she now Availed and 
watched. 
Soon she saw him coming; his power­ 
ful black horse devouring the distance 
with eager steps until they stood un­ 
der tho locust ti’oes, white with droop­ 
ing sweetness, that shadowed the gates 
of tho main avenue. Here John Here 
ford stopped and tied his horse in tholr 
shadow, and then looked lovingly, long­ 
ingly towards tho woman watching 
him from under the green piazza. lie 
was worth the watching, this John 
Hereford; handsome enough to match 
even Ruby Rae’s beauty; a wise young 
gentleman, In who.se character there 
.was no seam. 
They had loved each other long, but 
the course of their love had not run 
smooth. 
First, Ruby’s father died, 
tlien the war iJiterfcred, and now’’ pov­ 
erty lay like a cold, dark shado-\v be­ 
tween them.

Ruby—a poor, miserable 
pride, which oilers on its cruel altar 
not only your youth and beauty, but 
also tlie happiness of one -who has 
loved you ever since he can remember. 
We have hardly borne this year’s sep­ 
aration, broken as it has been with an 
occasional sight of each other. 
I am 
going away to-morrow. If we meet no 
more, how are you going to comfort 
your heart for my loss. Ruby?” 
“Do 3'ou flatter yourself, John, that 
you are really necessary to its com­ 
fort?” 
“Ye.s, I do, Ruby; else 3'ou were the 
falsest as well as the most foolish of 
W’omeu. How often have you told me 
so? 
I thought you .spoke the truth. 
Oh, Ruby darling, don’t waste both our 
lives for a sentiment that has no mean­ 
ing in tho new order of things with 
wiiich we must grapple.” 
And her keen, stinging answers, so 
utterl.v foolish and futile, her cruel, 
doubtful little speeches, brought at 
lengtli on her Avhat she richly deserved 
—plain, uneiiuivocal truths. 
For once 
she quailed before the impassioned, 
loving reprover who held her two 
hands, and looked Into her faco w’ith 
those open, clear gray eyes.

When the daylight broke she found 
herself black witli the smoke, scorched 
Avith tho flames, and absolutely penni­ 
less, for her little property lay in ashes 
before her.

once 
she 
realized 
that 
her 
dreamy, selfish, lazy life was OA'er 
She had not a dollar to rebuild the 
house whose rent had been her whole 
support, and her own home Avas mort­ 
gaged to its full A'alue, She knew well 
that she had long been a tenant at the 
A\ill and generosity of her father’s own 
friend. Great emergencies are prompt 
and rapid counselors. She determined 
to leaA'e as soon as possible for New 
York, and earn there her own living. 
If any hopes connected with John 
Hereford influenced this decision, she 
never acknoAvledged them, eA'en to her 
own heart. 
I should like to pass over the next 
eight months of Ruby’s life, and indeed 
I shall not go into it in detail. Imagine 
a Avonian so proud and so lonely, so 
inexperienced and so poor, flung all at 
once upon her own resources! 
Day 
after day, week after week, saw the

almost ready to give up in despair, 
when

obtained a situation as 
teacher of music in a third-rate school. 
Hard enough was the eight hours 
labor, miserable the pittance she AA^as 
to receive in return, and in the mean­ 
time her finances did not always allow 
her to indulge in tAvo meals a day. 
This abstinence, with the confine­ 
ment and exhaustive labor, soon told 
A’^ery distressingly both on her feelings 
and appearance. She suffered so much 
that she began to be afraid of her oavii 
pale, thin face, and the hunted look 
in her eyes; and she often found her­ 
self A\'ondering if she 
should die 
Avhether .Tohn would find her out and 
bury her decently. 
But Avhen it is dark enough the stars 
shine out; and one miserably cold, 
drearj’ night, as she was feebly making 
her Avay up BroadAA'ay, almost fainting 
from exhaustion, some one put his 
hand her shoulder, and looking into her 
eyes, said, AVith voice trembling A vith 
loA’o and pity:

Then 
he gave her food, and she was far too 
hungry and too humble now to do 
anything but accept them gladly. In 
the communing that followed this re­ 
union, no stranger can 
Intermeddle. 
John urged a speedy marriage, and 
Ruby gratefully accepted the love and 
protection that she had once so scorn­ 
fully rejected. 
Poverty is a great teacher, though it 
does take marvelously high Avages. It 
humbles the proud, and adds fresh 
grace unto the humble. It teaches the 
right names and the value of men and 
things, and by it “God reaches us good 
things AA'ith our OAvn hands.” 
It had proved a veiled angel to Ruby 
Rae, and only humbled that it might 
exalt her. For when she saw the beau- 
tlful home Avhich John’s industi-y and 
frugality had provided for her, she 
acknoAvledged Avitli bitter regret hoAV 
shamefully she had circumscribed the 
grand old name of gentleman; while

HANDLING ROSE CUTTINGS. 
Rose cuttings are easily started In a 
shallow dish filled Avith sand. 
The 
wood to be used must bo of the preéent 
season's growth. 
The small shoots 
arc preferabkî. 
llieee should be cut 
into lengths of three or four inches, 
haA'lng an oye close to the bottom o^ 
tho cutting, as it i.s at that point the 
roots are emitted. Procure some clean 
broAvn sand; put it in the saucer, wet 
it thorouglily, place the cuttings side 
by side, being careful to cut off all 
leaves. 
Place the saucer In the sun, 
keeping it 'Avell A\'atered, especially if 
the sun shines hot The cuttings will 
s,oou callous at the bottom, Avhere the 
roots are to be found. Three or four 
Aveeks is generally necessary to get 
the cuttings w'ell rooted, after which 
they may be carefully pulled from the 
soft sand (and be sure that it is soft, 
as the roots are very brittle and ten­ 
der), and put them in small pots of 
light, rich loam, and keep them in a 
sunny place. Never let them suffer for 
lack of moisture. It is better to sink 
the pots in earth. When tho pots are 
filled 
witli 
roots 
they 
should 
be 
knocked out and put in larger pots. 
All sorts of roses do not root with 
equal equal readiness, the tea, or ever- 
blooming, rooting the most easily, and 
the mosses Avith more dilHculty, Rose 
cuttings may be struck at any time of 
the year. 
I would advise those who 
attempt it not to be impatient, and 
above all, not to forget that the hot 
sun soon causes the water to evaporate 
and to keep tliem Avell supplied with 
AATiter.—A. M. Purdj", in Tribune Farm­ 
er. 


GROWING PLUMS. 
The groAAiug of plums is one busi­ 
ness not over done, or a t le a st such Is 
the ca se in p arts of th e country Avhere 
I have been. 
In fact, they are in 
smaller mimbers than any other fruit, 
unless it is tho pear, and in so many 
orchards it is a minus quantity. For 
this reason those Avho do grow a sur­ 
plus of plums receive a n . interesting 
price for them right at home from 
their neighbors Avho are oblivious of 
the importance of raising their own 
fruit 
I know of a man Avho had a 
small orchard of old-fashion Dam­ 
son,s, seA’en j-ears old, that yielded 
sixty bushels, for Avhich he received 
$1.50 per bushel from his neighbors. 
Tlie largest individual yield Avas four 
bushels, netting 
on a tree that cost 
less than twenty-five cents. Very lit­ 
tle expense Avas incurred, for chickens 
kept tho curculio in check; the check- 
en picked tlie fruit—the trees being 
headed Ioav. 
A suburbanite raised 
plums on a back lot, netting .$500, sell­ 
ing per bushel a t $1.50 to $1.87, deliv­ 
ered at the depot, only a few hundred 
yards aAvay. This was less than one- 
third of a crop, being their first and a 
poor season at that; so he can count 
on a handsome figure Avhen he has a 
good season. 
Many kinds Avere tried, 
and he counts that his returns Avould 
have been nearlj' tAvice as large this 
year if his orchard had only Shopshiro 
and Free.stone Damsons in i t 
The 
newer and higher recommended sorts 
Avere better quality, 
possibly, 
but 
jielded next to nothing, Japan plums, 
the much lauded, A\'ere a failure AA’ith 
him. The orchard was Avell kept 
accurately planted. Some trees yielded 
as high as four bushels. He was mak­ 
ing a success of a business nearly ev­ 
erybody else neglected. Such is often 
th e case.—E, W. Jones, in The Epito- 
m ist

Orchards located on soils of great 
depth will stand drouth the best. 
Never alloAv blighted leaves and 
branches to remain on fruit trees, 
A deep soil, the deeper the better, 
should be selected for the orchard.

When selecting limbs for grafting 
large fruit trees get them from the 
bearing trees.

Will Burn Furniture. 
The “ Blue Ridge Zephyr,** of Way* 
nesboro, publishes the foll(»wing: 
The memorial bcrvices for Rev, David 
Barnhart In the United Brethren church 
on Tuesday did not conclude the out of- 
the-ordinary proceedings iu connection 
with his death from smallpox. 
Tiic 
children of the deceased minister are 
confronted with remarkable demands by 
the town authorities of Bendorsville. 
As will be remembered, Rev, Barnhart 
died in Bendersville, January 17. He 
aud his premises had been quarantined 
from the first days of his illness until 
after his death. An immune from Get­ 
tysburg was employed as a nurse. 
riincc Rev, Barnhart’s death the Beu- 
dersville authoiities have presented to 
hlB children a bill for |500 for expenses 
incurred in caring for him and in main­ 
taining the quarantine. This bill the 
borough Is required by law to pay aud 
the children have refused to it in its en­ 
tirety. At a meeting held at the home 
of Zerman G. Barnhart, West Second 
street, yesterday evening, which was at­ 
tended by several advisers of the chil­ 
dren, it was determined to inform th« 
Bendersville council that they would pay 
half the legitimate quarantine and med. 
leal expenses and the few bills Rev, 
Barnhart had contracted. 
Tins is more than the borough had a 
right to demand or expect 
It did not 
employ a trained nurse aud it did not 
provide such medical attendance as re 
quired by law. A physician paid four 
visits to Rev. Barnhart and afteiward 
fitood beyona the ropes and red flags 
and conversed with the nurse who was 
in the house aud was not even allowed 
to open the window. 
The bill is considered exorbitant in 
some respects. Twenty pounds of beef 
arc charged lor at one delivery—a large 
amount for a sick man and his nurse. 
A charge of )Ji8 or 4^9 is made for the er 
rand boy who carricd groceries, etc . to 
the house and a like sum is asked foi the 
man who fed the horse (llie feed being 
supplied from Rev. Barnhart’s grauery). 
The cliildien of the dead man are in a 
sort of predicament. The Benuersville 
authorities will not allow them to remove 
the furniture from the house and they 
are ordered to vacate the building that 
it may be fumigated. About $100 of 
personal property—beds, bed-clothing, 
chairs, etc ,—have been burned and it 
has practically been decided upon to 
burn the remaining articles in the house. 
These consist ot an organ, a new sewing 
machine and othei valuable household 
goods 
Buried in the garden are cabbage aud 
apples. None will buj these tor fear of 
the disease. In the stable is almost a ton 
of hay. Nobody wants this because of 
a dread ©f smallpox 
It is submitied by the advisers of ihe 
children that they have already lost suf. 
licient Irom a financial point of view aud 
that they should not be asked to shoulder 
the borough’s bills. 
Two of Rev. Barnhart’s children, Rev. 
Vernie Barnhart, 
Uonnellbvillo, an d 
Howard Barnhart, Olearsville, Washinu; 
ton county, will go to Bendersville on 
Thursday to consult with the borough 
authorities. 


Tramps Turned the Horses Out.

Mr. Carnegie, too, has become one of the comic figures of American life.

COOKING T H E U ^ M E T E R S . 
The use of cooking thermometers, 
which until recently was almost thor* 
oughly confined to hotels and restau­ 
rants, is increasing in private kitchens. 
Most 
modern 
housekeepers 
count 
them 
nowadays as necessities, 
and 
they are to be found in any house fur­ 
nishing shop, says the Cooking Club. 
They register a scale of temperature 
which somewhat exceeds 400 degrees, 
lu addition they indicate at what tem­ 
perature differeut 
meats 
should be 
cooked. 
Mutton 
needs 
the lowest 
temperature, 3(30 
degrees, 
beef re­ 
quires 310, and pork and veal 320 de­ 
grees. Broad and pastry need 400 de* 
grees, but biscuit must have 450. Plain 
cake bakes well at 320 degrees., while 
sponge cake needs only 300. 
The 
thermometers can bo used in boiling 
water or fat as well as in the oven. 


TO MEND HEAVY CLOTHING. 
The mending of our heavy everyday 
clothing, especially that of the men 
folks, is work vrhich many w’omen dis­ 
like doing and do poorly. 
I do not 
mind it at all, and will tell you my 
way of* doing the work. 
For patching heavy, garments, like 
coats and trousers, cut pieces large 
enough to reach well over the worn 
place. 
Use them .w^ithout turning in 
and stitch them on the wrong side of 
the garment on the sewing machine. 
Then cut out all the thin edges on the 
right side, and whip down by hand. 
When tho knees are out, turn the gar­ 
ment wrong side out, cut the worn* 
part out from seam to seam and stitch 
in a piece on the machine. 
These 
won’t rip off before worn out, and 
look and feel much iirmer than patches 
put on in the old way, besides saving 
lots of time. 
Knit underwear should be darned 
while the holes are small, but if one 
must mend larger holes, it is best to 
patch them with the best parts of 
cast-off knit W’ear. 
Do not turn the 
(klges in, but flannel stitch them down. 
To mend any thin material, ahvaya 
baste it lirst on some firm cloth or 
paper, which can be removed when 
the work is finished. 
This keeps the 
fabric from puckering and saves time 
and patience. 
The best method for refooting socki? 
Is this: 
Cut oir the lower part of the 
foot, just below the ankle, leaving the 
upper part to the toes. 
Then cut a 
new foot from knit goods so that there 
will only be seams behind the heel, 
across the toes and along the sides of 
the foot. After sewing on, spread the 
seam open and whip down, and the 
sock is as good as new. 
If holes in 
stockings are large, it is more econom­ 
ical to patch them than to try your 
patience by darning. 
First run the 
needle close to the edge around the 
hole, cut a patch the right size, baste 
in place and flannel stitch it firmly 
to tho stocking. 
This stitch keeps it 
from ravelling, and there are no thick 
seams to chafe tlie skin.—Martha Stol- 
linga, lu the Indiana Farmer,
